on urban and suburban density being hosted by 
the BSA and the AIA in Boston in September. 
Dixon's presentation this month in the lecture 
series grows from his own convictions about 
human nature’s love of interaction, serendipity, 
cultural richness and diversity, and all of the 
other wonderful elements that make urban life 
worth celebrating.

One of the most effective volunteer activities conduct- 
ed by the BSA over the last few years has been the 
Civic Initiative for a Livable New England, the 
regional smart-growth program initiated several years 
ago by then BSA president Rebecca Barnes FAIA, 
community planner Larissa Brown AICP, 
architect/urban designer Randy Jones AIA, Gary 
Graham FAIA and current BSA president David 
Dixon FAIA. Drawing attention and seeking antidotes 
to unplanned urban and suburban sprawl were among 
the prime motivators of this effort, which has grown 
into an intensive and extensive examination of a broad 
array of smart-growth issues. A two-year program of 
public events, presentations, community charrettes, 
monthly presentations at the BSA and soon a summa- 
ry publication have shaped the Civic Initiative and 
helped draw dozens of public- and private-sector 
organizations and civic leaders into the effort. 


As noted in last month’s ChapterLetter, the BSA has 
recently received a $135,000 grant from an anony- 
mous donor to extend the Civic Initiative effort by 
developing a regional coalition of organizations 
and agencies focusing on smart-growth ini- 
tiatives. This new effort — led by project 
director Larissa Brown AICP — is ° 
focusing on transportation, environ- . 
mental stewardship, zoning, the tax 
structure, regional planning and related o 
issues. Modeled loosely on the Vermont ° 
Smart Growth Collaborative, this new 

BSA effort begins by identifying smart- 
growth principles upon which many organiza- 
tions can agree and then share volunteer and paid 
labor to develop a unified rather than competitive 


approach to funding. 


Brown has noted that one problem in our region is 
the perception that we do not have a “sprawl prob- 
lem”; however, she notes that “we are consuming land 
at a much greater rate than our population is grow- 
ing”. The agenda of this new chapter in the Civic 
Initiative includes connecting complex issues that fuel 
this trend at the regional level — the lack of high- 
quality public school education in inner-city commu- 
nities resulting in the movement of affluent families 
out of the city; the lack of public transit in outlying 
communities; tax and zoning laws that encourage 
sprawl; etc. While some problems can be addressed at 
a local level, many cannot. Smart growth is a goal that

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challenges us as designers/planners to promote and 
design more compact developments and to highlight 
the often unrecognized value of denser neighbor- 
hoods, towns and cities. 


With all this in mind, our question this month is:

“What's important is clearly defining a relationship 
between the two that is mutually reinforcing, whether 
that relationship is one of consistency or contrast. 
Landscape architects can do more than just ‘enhance’ 
the architecture; through skillful design of the 
approach, arrival, and departure, and the conscien- 
tious management of views throughout the site, land- 
scape architects can significantly influence the percep- 
tion of the architecture — all this, in addition to 
accommodating whatever the site program may be in 
a way that is beautiful, fitting and sustainable in its 
own right. 


“The good news is that the cost/benefit of landscape 
architecture is very high. Site improvements typically 
represent only about 10% of project construction 
costs, yet the landscape design typically contributes

more to the public’s perception of a project than that 
modest percentage might suggest. The great challenge 
that architects and landscape architects must face 
together is communicating to clients and the public 
the economic value of good design. This includes the 
increased marketability and value up-front and the 
savings in long-term life-cycle costs. We must con- 
front the fact that ‘bad’ design often happens not for 
lack of education but because it’s profitable in the 
short term. This is particularly true in hot markets 
when demand is high, discernment low, and the 
incentive to go the extra mile from a design point of 
view is minimal. 


“Design that responds purely to demand has little 
incentive to go the extra mile; we must focus our 
efforts on collaborative design that creates demand 
instead. It’s a tall order, to be sure, in any market and 
any industry. But if architects and landscape architects 
can achieve this together, we need never again look at 
another ugly subdivision or clear-cut lot.” — Valdis

State adopts continuing-ed 
requirement for architects 


Continuing education is now a condition for renewal 
of an architect's license in Massachusetts, as detailed in 
a report in last month’s ChapterLetter. 


The report has generated a number of inquiries from 
architects in Massachusetts and elsewhere about the 
details of the new state requirement and the BSA is 
developing a checklist of questions and answers in col- 
laboration with the Massachusetts Board of Registra- 
tion of Architects.

Bad habits hurt firms 


There are many bad habits that have hurt design firms 
but recently one has gained special attention. In the 
course of the BSA’s monthly Career Transition 
Network lunches for unemployed architects and oth- 
ers seeking career changes, a persistent criticism of 
local architecture firms is the failure to acknowledge 
in any way job applications, letters of inquiry, respons- 
es to job advertisements, and even follow-up acknowl- 
edgements of personal interviews. 


As one participant in these discussions noted, even a 
pre-printed postcard acknowledging receipt of a job 
application or thanking a job candidate for coming by 
for an interview would be far better than the failure to 
provide any acknowledgement at all. “This is a simple 
gesture that reflects the professionalism of the firm,” 
observed one young design professional, “and it is a 
mystery to me why any architecture firm would inten- 
tionally damage its own reputation by failing to take 
such simple steps.”

BAC library resource 


For the past several years, the BSA Building Envelope 
Committee chaired by Richard Keleher AIA has been 
seeking ways to enrich access by BSA members and 
other industry professionals in this region to critical 
resources focusing on the design of building 
envelopes. 


After months of research and discussions with mem- 
bers of the academic community, the Building 
Envelope Committee recommended that the BSA 
contribute half the cost of a new $1,200 specialized 
library “shelf” at the Boston Architectural Center 
(BAC) library focusing on building envelope design. 


The books and other resources recommended by the 
Committee, according to BAC Director of Education 
Curt Lamb AIA, “will be listed on [the BAC’s] univer- 
sally available website...and all materials would be 
available for use at the BAC library.”
